BANDAGING SPRAINED ANKLE.

Tt is proper to bandage a sprained joint, but 
nothing is gained by painting with fodine. Be 
eareful not toe bandage it too tight and if it 
hurts very much remove the bandage. Remove 
the bandage every @1y for @ half hour or more. 
At the beginning o. the treatment bathe the 
joint in hot water. After the ewelling has 
subdsided somewhat massage the joint instead 
of bathing it. Be sure that no be broken

BOARD OF TRADE 
SAVES “SHORTS” 
Spring Wheat with Dock- 


age Made Deliverable on 
September Contracts. 


No action, of the board of trade in re- 


cent years has stirred traders as did that 
of. the directors yesterday making spring 
wheat with dockage deliverable on Sep- 
tember contracts. . The eleventh hour 
action of the board saved the shorts from 
a tight squeeze, and staved off the pre- 


dicted jump in price of September wheat. 


Many traders, especially the longs, who 


had expected to make a cleanup, ex- 
pressed the opinion openly that the action 
was unwarranted. 


A majority of the directors construed 


the rules as permitting the delivery of vel- 
vet chaff providing the buyer is given 
the right to have it pigge iahe eye 
after delivery. « 


Big Longs Sell Contracts. 


‘ This* construction of the rules proved 


sith a big disappoin to the longs 
that several chief owne Septermber 


contracts sold them out vag the pits rather 


than take delivery of the velvet chaff. 


They- point out that it is against the 
state law to permit public elevators to 
have any cleaning machinery and that 


the wheat will have to be loaded out be- 


fore it is cleaned. The shipper who has 
boats waiting to load probably will be 
unable &® get the grain cleaned in time to 
save himself from serious loss. 

At the opening of the board September 
wheat shot up to $1.08%, but when the 
rumor came along that the board’s ruling 
would be favorable to the shorts a good 
many longs sold out. There was much 
evening of contracts and shorts were af- 
forded an opportunity to buy considerable 
September wheat and relieve the conges- 
tion. It closed at $1.05, of 1% centslower 
then on Wednesday. 


Base Decision on State Law. 
The directors base their decision on 
the provisions of the rules of the board, 
which maké velvet chaff deliverable on 
time contracts and on the state law, which 
provides that spring wheat which, if 
cleaned, is good enough to grade No. 1 
or No. 2, shall be given these grades 
subject to removal of dockage. 

The resolution passed by the directors 
concludes: 

“ Resolved, That it Is the sense of this 
directory that wheat so graded fs a valid 
tender on time contracts, however, to the 
right of the principal taking delivery to 
demand of the party making delivery that 
the dockage shall be removed, and that 
clean wheat of the same grade, graded 
without dockage, for the quantity covered 
by the warehouse receipt or delivery no- 
tice, if delivered in cars, shall be delivy- 
ered to the holder of the receipt. It 
shall be the duty of the delivering party, 
when requested, to have wheat cleaned 
with all possible dispatch; and said de- 
livering party shall be liable to the holder

crued in excess of three days after de- 
mand for cleaning has been made.” —
